FIRST AND SECOND CHOICES TAKE LION’S 
SHARE OF PURSES AT CHARLESTON. 

Ivabol, the Exception, Beats T. M. Green in Feature 
Race of Interesting Card — Racing Con- 
ditions Again Ideal. 



CUarh'stou, S. C., March 19. — Conditions at Pal- 
imdto !*ark t<xlay were again idoai for racing and 
wane really enjoyable s|K>rt was furnished to the 
many visitors. The attmulance was not as iarge as 
yesterday’s, but enthusiasm was not lacking. Spec- 
ulation in the ring continued liveiy, asid the layers 
were again a sorry lot at the close of the racing, 
for most <»f the purses were again taken by first or 
se<*ond clndces, entaiiing big losses to the layers. 
The finishes were exciting in most instances, with 
action during the earlier running spiriteil. The trad; 
was at its l»est. The onl.v race in which the talent 
went far astray was the fourth, the afternoon’s fea- 
ture. in which some fltH*t sprinters met at six fur- 
longs. Opinion was divided lH*tween T. M. Green 
and I*rince .\hmed as the likeliest, with the other 
starters scantily considered. The winner turned up 
in Ivalx‘1. with T. M. (ircen in second place and 
Prince* Ahm<‘d thinl. The winner’s showing today 
ivpresentcd a vast improvement over some of her 
recent essays. 

The mile and an eiglith race, engaging some of 
the iM'tter <lass <»f platers, went to John Furlong, 
which scored in disisive fashion, with G. M. Miller 
and Console taking the mim>r imrtions of the purse. 
Tlie earlier ninning was s|»ectacular. most of the 
contestants Isdrig closely grouped until after round- 
ing into the stretch, where John Furlong drew out 
to win liandil.v. 

Pn*sidiug Judge W. F. S<*hultc took a purse when 
King Olymidan finislKsl in advance of a mediocre 
band of starters in the sixth race. He was the 
shortest p: iced winner of the afternoon. 

One of the <’hicf disap|K)iutnients of the day was 
provided by Parkview, which failetl to do better than 
land third in the fifth rai-e, .Sylvestrls and Belle 
Ciein leading her to the finish. 

The tvvo year-old race which opened the card went 

r fo Yeinassi'e <»ver Follane. with the staunchly sup 
|M*rt»‘d Kinder I>ou in third place*. Three Links, 
running in vastly improved form, lisl a |>oor lot to 
the finish in the second and Bonnie Eloise in the 
last enabled “Plunger” Phil Ilyams to re-coup some 
of his rtsa nt losses. 

There was only one run-up this afternoon, Yemas- 
see lieing iMMisied $40o over her entered selling price 
of gpKt. Slie was retaimsl by her owner. K. D. 
Williams was responsible for the bidding.

Bob Kennedy, W. G. Yanke, S. A. Clopton. and 
William Bev»‘rly were among those who retired.

The latter structure will la* a spaei^ais affair, built 
op tile lines of the lK>autiful clubhouse at the Blue 
P.onucts track in Montr«‘al. The Hamilton course 
will be one of tile finest in Canada when all tlie 
contemplated imiuovemeuts are completed. .V list 
of slakes to Ih> run during tlie spring im*eting has 
already lM*en announced and horsemen are entering 
lilM'nill.v. 

The I'almctto Park meeting is being o|x*rated at a 
profit to its promoters, according to ro|»ort.
